Problems of a Neutrality Law. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispaich: 
_ Faw Pittman neutrality bill would 

repeal the section of the present law 
which forbids export of arms, ammuni- 
tion and implements of war to belliger- 
ent states, and would legalize export of 
these materials and others to all warring 
countries on a “cash and carry” basis. 

The argument for this bill is that it 
would treat all countries alike, thus mak- 
ing our Government legally neutral, and 
by taking transportation of exports out of 
our hands, would reduce danger of inci- 
dents which lead to war. 

President Roosevelt, by his many pub- 
Ne statements favoring the great democ- 
_racies, and particularly by threatening 
“measures short of war, but stronger than 
mete words,” has already nullified the 
neutrality argument. He has made it 
clear that the Pittman bill is acceptable 
to him because it would in effect help 
England and France, while Germany 
could be further cut off from trade by 
tariff regulations and financial pressure. 

It is a pity that Senator Pittman in- 
sisted upon letting the cash and carry 
provision in the present law lapse at its 
expiration May 1. 

An argument advanced by those who 
favor the Pittman bill is that in times 
of war, all materials become necessities 
of war. There is truth in this. A man- 
datory provision limiting export of the 
most necessary products, like oil, cotton 
and the basic foodstuffs, to normal time 
quantities for each country would meet 
this difficulty. It would prevent a great 
industrial expansion based on war trade, 
which draws us into war and goes hand 
fg hand with a Fascist economy. Our 
ehief hope in avoiding this lies in our 
enthusiastic support of our representa- 
tives in Congress who seek to retain a 
strengthen the present neutrality law.

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THE ITALO-GERMAN MILITARY PACT. 

Announcement that the Rome-Berlin axis is to be 
converted into a formal political apd military alll- 
ance is a deft and important stroke in Europe's pres- 
ent state of tension, whatever its long-run results 
may be. 

Continental diplomacy’s major pursuit at the mo- 
ment is choosing up sides for the next war. Announce- 
ment of the forthcoming military pact is an axis dec- 
laration of solidarity, designed to apply pressure 
upon London and Paris, upon Poland and upon the 
doubtful states. 

Britain and France had lived in hope of ultimate- 
ly splitting off Italy from its understanding with 
Berlin. Hence the prolongation of appeasement 
gestures toward Mussolini, even after his seizure of 
Albania. From the evidence now at hand, it seems 
the new decision came largely on Nazi initiative, an 
indication that Hitler himself may have been a bit 
uneasy about his great and good friend's depend- 
ability. Binding the Fascist power to the German 
legions in thig public manner is plainly a move to- 
ward insuring that the understanding will survive. 

The World War is of such recent history that the 
fate of the old Triple Alliance is still within living 
memory in the two countries. They were then bound 
together by military ties, but ample excuses were 
found by Italy for neutrality when war actually came. 
Austria had failed to co-operate with Italy before 
moving against Serbia, it was pointed out, Italy 
had not had time to act in favor of peace. “The 
treaty is not in any case directed against England,” 
the original agreement read, thereby justifying Ital- 
jan aloofness. (It may be taken for granted that 
Hitler will permit no such loophole in the forthcom- 
ing document.) It is an fronic item of history that 
Mussolini’s inflammatory articles, together with 
D’Annunsio’s fiery speeches, were major factors in 
bringing Italy into the war on the side of the Allies, 
in May, 1915. 

Mussolini has been reported in recent days as 
seeking to exert a mollifying influence upon both 
Germany and Poland in the settlement of their dis- 
pute. Now, however, Poland will be faced by the 
military might of both nations, and there seems little 
chance that the Duce can play his hoped-for role of 
mediator. Thus the pressure on Poland is increased. 

The timing of the announcement is perfection itself. 
Britain and France are seeking to form an anti- 
Fascist front, but it remains in the embryonic stage. 
Russia's position, after removal of Foreign Minister 
Litvinov, is the great European mystery. Old rumors 
that a Soviet “understanding” with the Nazis will be 
reached are given a new plausibility. By this new 
blow against the democracies, it may be Hitler's idea 
to discredit those states further in Soviet eyes, and to 
move Stalin further in the direction of aloofness, if 
not actual rapprochement with the Nazis. 

Of greater significance than the threats in Hitler's 
recent speech, the alliance move presents his reply 
to the so-called “encirclement,” to the efforts to split 
up the axis, to the attempt to rescue Poland. Hitler's 
offer of neutrality pacts to six of his Scandinavian 
and Baltic neighbors last week was a move toward 
insuring his freedom of movement should war come, 
and an approach to the new stroke. 

Fascist spokesmen may now be expected to point 
out the superiority of their system over the democ- 
racies in capacity for swift action. Certainly Britain 
and France have had plenty of warning omens, yet 
they have dallied in building up their front until, 
despite the democracies’ superior strength, the minor 
states are moving toward the Fascist bandwagon and 
Russia has been brought to a state of disgust. 

The democratic system is not at fault in this in- 
stance, however, but the impotent leadership of the 
democracies. Chamberlain and Daladier attempted 
appeasement, then surrender and then more appease- 
ment before beginning to make decisive gestures. It 
is their faltering and muddling which have been 
capitalized by the Fascist Machiavellis rather than 
any inherent fault in the democratic procedure. 
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Whatever he does on sea or shore, Mr. Roosevelt 
continues to be a trying disappointment to Senator 
Bennett Clark.

Smith of the Illinois Liquor 
Commission warns his State that prohibition may re- 
turn unless the liquor traffic is subjected to stricter 
control.

With sugar growing almost everywhere and production exceeding 
consumption, despite all attempts at regulation, troubles as well as 
sweetness pour out of the mills, writer says; rising prices mean 
much to some dictators and falling prices always lead to suffering.

N Washington sits a Secretary of Agri- 


Jeuture with a bad taste in his mouth. 
In London a baronet smiles and issues or- 
ders of great moment to the British West 
Indies. In Cuba a dictator strives to hold 
a crumbling throne. All because of sugar. 
The whole trouble, from the producers’ 
point of view, is that we don’t eat enough 
sugar. But we can never eat that much 
sugar. On a year’s notice the mills could 
turn out enough to give the population of 
the world one colossal stomach-ache. That 
might be good for the doctors, but it would 
be bad, indéed, for the sugar men—the 
growers of cane and beets, the mill owners, 
the refiners, the loaning bankers, the ma- 
nipulators of the market. For a law known

crees that when there is a lot of a thing 
its price goes down, and the margin of 
profit narrows, and businesses die or are 
entombed in bank vaults. 

Every acre under sugar beets is land 
wasted. Java, Cuba, the Philippines, the 
West Indies, South America, the Hawaiian 
Islands, Formosa—these cane-growing lands 
could produce enough sugar for the world, 
and more cheaply than the beet countries. 
Cuba, Java and Hawaii alone, even though 
forced to restrict their production, account 
for about one-half of the world’s output. 

Beets are too costly to compete with cane. 
So the public must pay for Government 
handouts to beet growers, and for the high 
tariffs that keep cane sugar out.

We Americans pay about 3 cents of gravy 
to our home industry on every pound of 
sugar we buy. That may seem queer in 
view of the fact that some of the best cane 
sugar countries in the world are at our 
door. And there is no danger that war will 
cut our lines with the fertile islands dot- 


‘ting the Caribbean. 


The United States grows both sugar cane 
and sugar beets. But never enough to sup- 
ply the demand of the nation that boasts 
the sweetest tooth in the world. Cuba has 
always supplied us with most of our sugar. 
In 1937, our cane states, Louisiana and 
Florida, gave us about 6 per cent of all 
the raw sugar we took; Cuba gave us 36.39 
per cent. Yet, not only Cuba, but also 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands grow cane sugar. Cuba 
doesn’t belong to us; the other countries 
do. That gives us the following situation: 
home sugar must be given an advantage 
over sugar from the insular possessions; 
sugar from the possessions must have an 
advantage over sugar from Cuba. A grad- 
wating scale of Preferential duties takes 
care of all that.

SHANGHAI, May 8 (AP).—Jap- 
anese warplanes caused great loss 
of life and property today in re- 
peated attacka along the South 
China coast, designed to stop goods 
of military and commercial value 
from enfering the country. 

Authorities closed business places 
and ordered the people to move in- 
land to escape the raids, which Chi- 


nese officials said were “reckless” 
attempts to “break Chinese mo- 
rale.” A | 

An increase of activity of Jap- 
anese armed forces was noted near 
Amoy, where warships were con- 
stantly coming and going and air- 
craft were passing, apparently 
headed for inland raids. 

Chinese quarters denied reports 
that Chiang °Kai-shek planned to 
imove his Government—for the third 
time in 22 months of warfare— 
lfrom Chungking to Chengtu, 
SRaaenhwan Province capital 175 
| mile to the northwest. 

Domei, Japanese news agency, 
reported that Chiang Kai-shek flew 
to Chengtu to consult military lead- 
ers about shifting his capital there. 
Nothing definite, however, was 
known here about his whereabouts. 

Nanking and Hankow were the 
previous seats of Government. 

Chungking, bombed Wednesday 
and Thursday with heavy damage 
‘and a casualty toll estimated at 
4000 to 5000, was besieged today by 
refugees who fled last week but 
were forced by hunger to return. 

Authorities gave great quantities 
of thin soup to the populace, which 
had dwindled from an estimated 2,- 
000,000 a week ago to about 300,000 
after the raids. 

Electric service was partly re- 
stored in Chungking. The disposal 
of the dead and debris was going 
on at an increasingly rapid pace 
and permitted the reopening of 
streets and sections into which the 
returning refugees were swarming. 


Chiang Trying to Move Entire Pop- 
ulation of Capital. 
CHUNGKING, May 8 (AP).—Ref- 
ugees streamed from this desolated 
provisional capital yesterday as 
Chiang Kai-shek pushed a drive to 
move its entire civilian population. 
Fires set by Japanese air raids 
have been brought under control 
but the inhabitants fear new 
air attacks which the Japanese 
have threatened “until the Chi- 
nese Government is smashed.” 


Only a few foreigners, soldiers 
and coolies were in the streets of 
Chungking. Among those remain- 
ing were 60 Americans, most of 
whom had moved either to the 
south bank of the Yangtze or to 
the outskirts of the city. In their 
temporary homes across the river 
they watched endless lines of refu- 
gees move by with all the house- 
hold belongings they could carry—

The first advantage will be un- 
derstood when it is realized that 
there are 30 types of pneumonia 
germs. For each one a particular 
serum has been developed. But be- 
fore the serum can be given, the 
particular type of pneumonia the 
patient has must be determined. 
This takes time and is expensive 
besides. Sulfanilimide can be giv- 
en to any type*of pneumonia. It 
is as effective in the worst type, 
Type III, for which no serum was 
ever of any value.
